WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Oaly one new 


witness was heard in detail by the 
Sobley court of inquiry today.

On the day of the last race he 
contracted a severe cold which devei 
oped into inflnenzi. His condition bad

The Retvizan is a steel twin-screw 


battleship of the first class and is 
what is known as a barbette ship. She 
is 374 feet long, 72 feet 2 inches beam 
and 25 feet draft. Her displacement is 
12,700 tons. 
She has engines of 16,- 


000 horse power, which is expected 
to drive her at the rate of 18 knots. 
She will carry from 1016 to 2000 tons 
of coal. Her belt plates are of krupp 
steel, nine inches thick, and her 
armor plating, of the same material, 
is ten Inches thick. Her deck plating 
is four inches. 


When equipped for business the 


Retvizan will carry four 12-inch and 
12 6-inch rapid-ftre guns. 20 3-inch 
guns, 20 3-pounders and six 1-pound- 
ers.

"I write to inform you that on the 


3d of September I was captured by a 
great number of armed men— some for- 
ty—as I traveled from Bausko to 
Diumaala with about twelve teachers, 
students and others. 


"They took with me for my com- 


panion Mrs. Catherine Tsilka. 
The 


reason why they captured us is for a 
ransom. The price which they demand 
for us is £25,000, Turkish, which sum 
must be paid in gold, and this entirely 
without the knowledge of the Turkish 
and Bulgarian governments, within the 
term of eighteen days from today. 


"The condition of Mrs. Tsilka decid- 


ed the limit, as she is to give birth to a 
child Iii three mouths. 


"We are pursued by a Turkish army. 


I beg Dr. Haskell himself to go to 
Constantinople and exert himself for 
the payment of the ransom at Sama- 
kov, where men will receive it on 
presenting an order from me. 


"The men who captured us at first 


showed courtesy and consideration to- 
ward us, but now, .since Turkish sol- 
diers and bashibazonks have begun to 
pursue us and the ransom is delayed, 
our condition is altogether changed. 


"Therefore T beg you to hasten send- 


ing the ransom demanded and that as 
energetically as possible you will rep- 
resent to the Turkish government that 
It stop the pursuit of us by soldiers and 
bushibazoiiks; otherwise we shall bo 
killed by the people in whose hands we 
are. 1 pray you to communicate with- 
out delay the contents of this letter to 
the representative of the United States 
at the porte and request his most seri- 
ous co-operation. 


"Pray for us. We nre at peace with 


God. 


"With hearty salutations, your friend. 


"Ei.i.EN M. STO.NT:."

BENEFITS OF A UNION 


JC&GANIZATION OF LABOR FIRST STEP 


TOWARD IMPROVEMENT. 


Should Welcome 


'Some Unwlae Leader*, Imt They 


> Don't Last Lonjr—Permanent Indui- 
!_trial Arbitrator. 


l i. f! it James B. Reynolds, author of the fol- 


lowing contribution to the New York 
Journal's labor and capital reconcilia- 
tion symposium, Is head worker of the 
University Settlement society of New 
York: - 


I desire to offer from my own experi- 


ence and personal observation a brief 
statement of what I regard as the chief 
benefits of trades unions to their mem- 
bei's and to employers. I would specify 
three classes of benefits whfch unions 
give to their members. The first la the 
immediate material benefit for which 
the union Is organized—namely, a fair 
working day and as high wages as pos- 
sible. If you find a trade with short 
hours and good wages, you may be 
eure that It Is a trade whose workers 
have b_een organized into a union. 


If the hours are long and the wages 


email, you may be sure that the trade 
Is unorganized or only weakly organ- 
ized. The only exceptions are a few 
very highly skilled trades where organ- 
ization may not be necessary to secure 
a monopoly of labor. 


Those who call themselves the advo- 


cates of nonunion labor should also re- 
member that the union secures the 
hours of labor and the standard of 
wages by which the nonunion man is 
benefited as much as the union man. I 
know no means by \vhich reasonable 
.feours and a fair rate of wages can be 
secured and maintained In a trade ex- 
cept by organization, and I regard the 
realization of the value of organization 
as a fair test of the Intelligence of men 
engaged in any trade. 


Organization for the protection of 


common interests and common rights 
Is a product of civilization. 


If unions are sometimes narrow or 


arbitrary, the remedy Is not the abol- 
ishment of the union any more than 
anarchy Is the remedy for bad govern- 
ment 
The remedy for bad govern- 


is good government, and th« 
^. 
r|£ni$6*y for bad unions is good unions. 
' .In any case organization is the road 


5' t$ ^improvement and progress for the 


wage earner. 


Further material benefits from trade 


unions are found in the efforts of the 
umon to protect the safety of their 
members in the use of dangerous ma- 
chinery, In the maintenance of good 
sanitary conditions under which the 
work shall be performed and the grant- 
Ing of out of work, sickness and death 
' bc-nefits. 


A labor union is also an employment 


bureau, and its officers spend no little 
part of their time in securing work for 
members out of work. 


The second benefit of a trade union 


to its members Is that the union seeks 
to maintain permanent employment. A 
well organized union is always oppos- 
ed to strikes except as a last resort. 


The strength of a union can be judg- 


ed in accordance with the frequency 
of, strikes in the trade. Labor lenders 
ae a class are opposed to strikes and 
prevent many labar 
difficulties of 


Which employers are not aware and 
jCor-which the leaders receive no credit. 


This statement may be a surprise to 


some and may be denied by the ene- 
mies of trades unions, but it is never- 


a fact. As union officers are 


not connected with the shop in •which 
difficulties arise they are usually free 
from its prejudices and irritations. 


Hence they frequently keep men at 


wort when "hotheads" would have 
caused a strike and would have in- 
volved their members in loss. 


Employers who indignantly resent 


what they call the intrusion of outsid- 
ers in the management of their own af- 
fairs would do well to consider the 
truth of this statement. 


This service of labor leaders is nei- 


ther. known nor appreciated as it de- 
. serves to be. The unreasonable de- 
mands and overbearing manner of a 
few are taken as characteristic of the 
class. 


- ~- jThe third benefit of a trade union to 


ifs members is the moral benefit. Un- 
ions in the technical trades demand 
tests of efficiency from their members. 


Some also demand the maintenance 


of a certain standard of technical effi- 
ciency, and many scrutinize moral 
character. 


In any case the officers of a union 


who find a member repeatedly out of 
work and constantly coming to them 
for another job are sure to advise him 
to do better work and warn him against 
the results of dissipation. 


.Hence the union relationship, while 


not encouraging competition between 
the members, does encourage good 
character snd good work.. 


The benefits of a trade union to the 


employers have been recognized by a 
few, grudgingly admitted by some and 
doubted by many. 


T am, however, firmly convinced that 


as a whole It is as certainly to the ad- 
vantage of the employer to be dealing 
tvith a union rather than with unor- 


lear lest their words may cause the 
permanent loss of their jobs. 
./ % 


Second, employers often indignantly 


declare that they are always willing to 
meet their own men, but da not admit 
the right of outsiders to "Interfere in 
their business." 


Without 
discussing the economic 


questions Involved in that proposition, 
but merely considering the case from 
the employer's point of view, I believe 
the prejudice Is short sighted. 


The employer needs to learn the real 


cause of the difficulty In his shop from 
those best able to express it and who 
will be free from personal prejudice 
and local bias. 


The labor leader knows how to han- 


dle his own men, is pot deceived by 
their attempts to give him an Irrcor- 
fect statement of the case, quickly sifts 
the evidence and from experience is an 
expert representative of the laborer's 
point of view. 


If 1<jje employer is willing to meet his 


men fairly, he cannot meet any one so 
well qualified to help him settle the 
difficulty tastly to both sides as the 
accredited leader of an organization. 


Third, the employer is immensely 


benefited by the conservatism of the 
experienced labor leader. Unorganized 
bodies of men alone are much more 
likely to strike hastily than if directed 
by experienced leaders. 


Of course there are leaders who In- 


volve their union in 
unnecessary 


strikes, who make negotiation, with the 
employer difficult, who exercise a bad 
Influence over the men and who are 
generally unworthy of respect or con- 
fidence. 


But the true character of such men Is 


sure in time to be discovered. 


A union will not keep a leader who 


does not "hit it off" with the employ- 
ers, and after pretty regular attendance 
for a number of years at the Central 
Federated union of New York I am 
convinced that no men undergo more 
frank and searching criticism than la- 
bor leaders. 


My own opinion Is that while some 


unworthy and dishonest leaders are un- 
wisely trusted by their organizations 
in the majority of cases it would be 
much better If leaders enjoyed to a 
greater extent the confidence of their 
own men. 
t 


Distrust of tJelr. leaders Is the great- 


est weakness of labor unions. 


And while a few so called "walking 


delegates" may be unsatisfactory the 
majority of them work constantly and 
have less leisure than the men whom 
they represent. 


The labor leader who works sixteen 


hours a day to secure an eight hour day 
for his men is not consistent with his 
principles, but is entitled to the respect 
of his organization. 


Finally, I desire to call attention to 


one important defect in existing rela- 
tions between employer and employee. 
In former days, when there were no 
large employers, the small employer 
constantly associated with his men, 
worked at the same bench and often 
ate at the same table. 


Novr, with the continually increasing 


centralization and development of great 
industries, the employer may not know 
any of his men. The employer's man- 
ager may also not know any of his men, 
and it is only the manager's general 
foreman who will come in touch with 
them. 


Hence the present relation is chang- 


ed, and it is only the deputy of the em- 
ployer's deputy who maintains person- 
al relations with the workers. 


In such a condition it is not surpris- 


ing that misunderstandings and mutual 
distrust arise. When such misunder- 
standings have arisen, if the employer 
sends for his general foreman and for 
representatives of his men the general 
foreman is immediately on the defen- 
sive, because the difficulty can only be 
regarded as a criticism of his adminis- 
tration. 


The men are shrewd enough to be 


aware that while the employer may 
truthfully state that he is anxious to 
remedy any real grievances in his fac- 
tory, yet after the immediate wrongs 
have been righted they are again at the 
mercy of the general foreman. 


In a few months some men are like- 


ly to be dropped from the pay roll as 
unsatisfactory. The employer will have 
forgotten that these were the men who 
formerly stated their troubles to him, 
but the men will not have forgotten the 
fact, and one such lesson will be suffi- 
cient. 


I therefore believe that it would be a 


gl'eat gain, financially and otherwise, 
to large employers to have as a part of 
their staff a permanent industrial ar- 
bitrator. 


This representative should be inde- 


pendent of the manager and the gener- 
al foreman and directly responsible to 
the employer. 


It should be his business to be thor- 


oughly posted regarding the conditions 
of the workmen at their homes as well 
as in their shops, acquainted with their 
leaders and also intelligently acquaint- 
ed with the general administration of 
the work from the employer's point of 
view. 


Such a representative must not be a 


cheap man. He must be well paid and 
the dignity of his position clearly rec- 
ognized. He must be a man with a 
sound grasp of the complex conditions 
of social life and their relation to In- 
dustrial difficulties. 


He must have a clear head and be 


Able to grasp a difficult situation and 


The first milestone on the journey to-

Such operations have 
also been performed with adrenalin in 
solution of one part to 10,000. 


Thus has It been demonstrated that 


the discovery is the most powerful 
medicine known and at the same time, 
it might be said, the most expensive. 
Physicians buy it at $1 a grain, or 
?7,000 a pound. 


The isolation of the blood pressure 


raising constituent of the suprarenal 
gland is of course the chief virtue of 
adrenalin, and its uses and develop- 
ments along this particular lino are un- 
limited. It has also been ascertained, 
however, that adrenalin is a most pow- 
erful cardiac stimulant, and it has been 
hinted by physicians that it may be pos- 
sible to resuscitate persons who have 
apparently died of heart failure. 
Diphtheria Germs Fifteen Years 
Old. 


In a recent investigation which waa 


made to discover in what manner diph- 
theria was contracted it developed that 
two children had made their way to an 
attic and had there opened an old trunk 
and played with toys that belonged to a 
child who had died of diphtheria fif- 
teen years previously. 
There was no 


other way in which the disease could 
have been contracted. 


SeuslckiieHN Exposition. 


An exposition dealing with all the 


means for preventing seasickness has 
been held nt Ostend. It comprised ap- 
paratus for diminishing the effects of 
the motion of a vessel, plans of special 
vessels; designed to avoid movements 
producing seasickness; apparatus for 
holding tlie viscera (abdomen) rigidly 
in place, plans for ventilation and re- 
newal of tlie air of cabins, deodorizing 
agents, hygiene of seasickness, reme- 
dies, etc.

The adoption by cities of the asphalt 


pavement has necessitated the employ- 
ment of 'an army of men to keep it 
clean, and this has attracted attention 
to the advisability of devising a me- 
chanical apparatus for performing some 
part of the work, so as to reduce the 
expense, says the Philadelphia Times. 
Jesse M. Harr of Washington has in- 
vented a machine for the purpose. In 
operation it is pushed along by a man, 
while its movement actuates through a 
gear wheel attachment a long brush, 


Effect of LlRht on SIlkvroriiiM. 


Some curious experiments with silk- 


worms made recently in France may 
be used as the basis of a new sex theo- 
ry even more remarkable than that ol 
Dr. Schenk of Vienna. 
The experi- 


ments were made by M. Camllle Flam- 
mariou, tlie celebrated French astron- 
omer, and were described at a meeting 
of the Academic des Sciences by M. 
Bouquet de la Grye, who declared that 
tests made on a great number of silk- 
worms showed that those bred under 
natural light produced an equal num- 
ber of male and female worms, while 
those bred under a glass of a light vio- 
let color produced 77 per cent of males. 


Device to Men sure Wits. 


An Iowa professor, Carl E. Seashore, 


comes to the center with a psycho me- 
chanical device to measure brain pow- 
er. Professor Seashore says: "I can 
toll what scholar is the brightest, what 
pupil Is the earnest plodder, what one 
is quick but unreliable. In short, the 
psychergograph will test the power of 
the individual and compare the ca- 
pacity of many persons to do certain 
kinds of work specified, to associate 
ideas, to develop mental working pow- 
er with age and to perform any other 
mental acts and services." » 


STREET SWEEPER IN OPERATION. 


which pushes the dirt in front of It un- 
til a bucket, open toward the brush, 
standing on the pavement, is reached, 
Into which it sweeps the dirt. 


At the same time the forwardly pro- 


jecting shaft engages the bucket and 
by a suitable ratchet device on the 
large wheel pulls it up and automatical- 
ly dumps its contents into a large can.

' The wall rock of the vein appeared to 
be full of IHtle crystals of iron sulphide, 
and on closer inspection particles of 
gold were visible. The finding of free 
gold In the rock away from fbe quartz 
of the vein was extraordinary, and it In 
some measure prepared us for the ap- 
pearance of the quartz In the face of 
the drift. Here, by candle light on the 
face of quartz eight feet In width, ap- 
peared wlrelike strings and masses of 
native gold extending in lines more or 
less parallel to the walls from top to 
bottom of the drift, which was about 
six feet high. 


In no less than six openings on this 


vein, all following it from 50 to 20ft feet 
into the mountain side, we were shown 
these marvelous exhibitions of free 
gold.

xmped Cigar Malcer*. 


The cigar makers' unions of New York 


through tbe editor of a local German 
paper have received a letter from the 
cigar makers of Key West, Fla., de- 
scribing the adventures of the strike 
eaderB who were kidnaped by tbe ene- 
mies of the cigar makers' unions at 
Tampa and taken in a schooner to a 
desert island, where the strike leaders 
narrowly escaped death by starvation. 


Among the strike leaders -were six 


Spaniards, six Cubans and one English- 
man. The Cubans and the Englishman 
were naturalized American citizens. 


Francisco Rodriguez, Ramoa Plgnero, 
uis Barcia, Revlno Prleto, «ose Feugo, 


Pedro Carellas, 
Estanjslaus 
Lanza, 


iustacio Valdaz, Bailio Paronda and 
harles Kelly after their escape from 


the island were found, to be suffering 
severely from hunge-. 


Luis Barcia testifies that be was pull- 
d out of bed at midnight and that his 
wife died of fright as a result of her 
husband's forced departure. 


Barcia was put into a closed wagon 


and taken to a railroad depot, where he 
was placed in an electric car. Eight of 
bis fellow strike leaders who had been 
aken prisoners with him were locked 
up in a rear compartment of the car. 


The prisoners were taken to Ballast 


point, several miles west of Tampa, on 
lillsborougb bay. Four other strike 
eaders who were members of Resist- 
incia, the cigar makers' union, were 
taken to Ballast point through ti dense 
fog. 


A freight steamer was waiting to 


;ake the prisoners to sea. 


"\Yithout much ado tbe thirteen strike 


.eaders were bustled aboard the freight 
steamer, and amid a storm of jeers and 
mocking cheers from tbe kidnapers, 
tvbo were prominent citizens of Tampa, 
the steamer sailed away. 


A schooner known as the Marie Coop- 


er was soon sighted. The prisoners 
were put aboard this vessel and In sev- 
en days were taken to an island, where 
they were dumped out with a box of 
soda crackers, a couple of bams, two 
boxes of smoked beef and two gallons 
of water. 


After days of wandering tbe strike 


leaders, their provisions gone, could 
hardly crawl, so weak were they from 
starvation. 


Some of them were at tho point of 


death when they wore discovered by an 
Indian, who, bringing assistance from 
a plantation, saved the lives cf tbe ma- 
rooned labor leaders.

"If he lias no 
money, I put him in tho end box and 
give him two doorstops and a large cup 
of tea. If he's genuinely hungry, be 
eats it; if not, we know he's a fraud." 


Tho management make a specialty of 


sending cooked dinners to people's 
homes. This is a boon and a blessing 
in tho cast end, where a kitchen fire is 
a serious item, to say nothing of the 
wife having to work. 


"Why cook at home," says a bill In 


the window4, "when you can fetch a 
dinner already cooked' from 99 Com- 
mercial road?" 


Tho Tied House takes its name from 


(he fact that the little Bible room in 
Settle street, Commercial road, con- 
nected with St. Augustine's, Stepney, 
had rod blinds to Its windows. When 
the lamps were lit, these red blinds 
used to send a cheerful glow Into the 
night that attracted many a homeless 
wanderer. From the little Blblo room 
has developed the. Red House.—London 
Express.

Statistics of Strikes In M 


Of the whole number of strikes, ISO, 


in Massachusetts last year 10 wore oc- 
casioned by questions relating to hours 
of labor alone, 28 to hours of labor and 
wages taken together, 00 related to 
wages alone, the remaining Gl bcin 
occasioned by a variety of causes; 53 
succeeded, 10 partially succeeded, 25 
were compromised, 14 satisfactorily ad- 
justed, 74 failed, and 4 were pending 
at the close of the year, while with ref- 
erence to 9 the result of the contest 
was not stated. Expressed in percent- 
age, 
28.4 per cent of the contests ter- 


minated successfully for tho employ- 
ees, 5.29 per cent succeeded partially, 
13.23 per cent wore compromised, 7.41 
per cent wore satisfactorily adjusted, 
39.13 per cont failed, 2.12 per cent were 
pending at the close of the year, and in 
4.70 per ccut of the cases the result 
was not stated. There was more trou- 
ble in the boot and shoe industry than 
in any other trade, tho number of 
strikes being 40.—Hartford Times,

Orrin W. Potter, the Chicago million- 


aire and former president of the Illinois 
Steel company, lias declared against 
trusts. 


Mr. Potter's two daughters, Gertrude 


Potter Daniels and Margaret Horton 
Potter, are known as the authors of 
several books, and.in some of these pro- 
ductions the socialist spirit has been 
given such prominence as to arouse 
comment among those "who knew of the 
wealth and social position of the fam- 
ily. Mr. Potter said: 


"I resigned as president of the Illi- 


nois Steel company when It entered a 
trust. Trusts are inimical to the rights 
of the laboring man. 


"I cannot consistently hold a position 


which would force me to put Into exe- 
cution measures of which my con- 
science cannot approve. 


"Our system of taxation is Infernal. 


What people are given to calling the 
middle and lower classes know this, 
and they are getting ripe for a revolu- 
tion. They will not continue to live un- 
der such a system. I am only taxed 
$500 for my house. It is wrong and 
should be taxed muoh more. 


"I was In Xew York recently, and 


while walking along Broadway I had 
to stop a moment at the corner of 
Twenty-third street to allow a car- 
riage to pass. It was a fine carriage 
drawn by a pair of splendid horses. A 
liveried coachman drove, and a liveried 
footman was in attendance. The car- 
riage was open. 
Upon the rear seat 


sat a beeapped French maid. 
Upon 


the seat beside her, sitting upon its 
haunches, was a blanketed dog. That 
dog was being driven out for an air- 
ing, and 'the maid was in attendance 
upon his dogship. 


"While I stopped I looked beyond tho 


carriage and saw a workingman car- 
rying a baby and accompanied by his 
wife standing on the crossing. 
They 


were facing me, and their progress 
had been checked like mine by the 
passing of the carriage. The working- 
man was clean, but threadbare. 
He 


looked hungry, and his wife looked 
worn. 
The babe looked strong and 


well. In the three faces was the story 
of the sacrifice for the sake of tfte little 
one. 


"I saw that workingman look at the 


splendid equipage that was passing. 
He looked at the coachman, the foot- 
man, the maid and, lastly, the dog. I 
saw something come Into that man's 
eyes, and I saw his lips grow firm. I 
knew what it was that was looking out 
of his eyes, and I say that if the look 
had been put into spoken words they 
would have found an echo in my heart. 


"1 have taken the word of fifty men, 


representing 10,000 wagcworkers, with- 
out a word of writing to bind them to 
what they had agreed and was as well 
satisfied with their word as I would 
have been with the word of the fifty 
foremost business men of Chicago."

and to avoid btrikes. Kach trade rep- 
resented iii the council h:is an author- 
ized business agent whose duty it is to 
visit all works to ascertain if the union 
scale and union rules are being regard- 
ed. Upon them falls the responsibili- 
ty of causing strikes. The council it- 
self will hereafter have a sole repre- 
sentative not identified with any par- 
ticular trade whose duty it will be to 
visit architects 
and builders. 
Tho 


Building Trades council will ask them 
to specify union labor wherever prac- 
ticable. 
None of the local architects 


has been advised of this plan, but it is 
understood that the idea will meet with 
a favorable reception. 
When a struc- 


ture is to be erected under a tight time 
limit, it is to the advantage of the 
builder to avoid labor contentions and 
delays of all kinds. 
Once the plans 


and specifications have passed into the 
hands of the contractor the architect 
is not liable for the late completion of 
the structure. The responsibility falls 
upon the contractor. The council main- 
tains that the plan will work to the in- 
terests of all trades and contractors.

The operation requires from live to 


eight hours. The treated wood is allow- 
ed to dry for about two weeks, when it 
is ready for use. 


A Xew German Veneer. 


Through Consul Hughes of Toburg 


there is reported a new veneer which 
a Dresden firm has just placed on th« 
market. It is made of very thin wood 
backed with a thick, impregnated paper 
and is known as "Kolumbusholy." It 
comes in rolls G(i.O feet long and about 
4.92 feet wide. When dry, it is very 
strong and hard .and Is nailed on wood- 
en strips on the walls of dwellings and 
otflces, where it bus the appearance of 
handsomely tlnished wainscoting. It is 
also used mounted on very heavy paper 
and pressed into different shapes an 
molding for doors and windows. The 
prices for it range from 30 to 50 per 
cent lower than those of all wood arti- 
cles in use at present for the same 
purposes. 


rinotorln In Modeling C'!«T. 


M. O. Leighton, health Inspector of 


Montclalr, N. J.. declares that lie has 
found bacteria to be quite abundant in 
clay that has been used and reused for 
modeling in schools. 
An attempt to 


sterilize the clay showed that the only 
efllclent way of accomplishing this was 
by the use of superheated steam under 
tt pressure of fifteen l<j twenty pounds 
for forty-live minutes. The species of 
bacteria Identified were those which 
occur In pus furinations.
